17-Year-Old Nellie Morton 
Confesses She Helped 
Drug Old Man. 


PHOTOGRAPHER FLEES 


Police Hunting Sidney Baker 
in Connection With Peter 
Waeltz’ Death. 





The confession of Nellie Morton, 17 
years old, to the police of Belleville 
that Peter Waeltz was drugged with 
chloroform ‘and whisky by her sweet- 
heart, Sidney Baker, a _ photographer, 
in his rooms in the Stookey Building 
and afterward fell down the stairs to 
his death. has caused her to be 
charged with being an accessory to his 
murder. 

She was arrested Friday evening and 
taken before Chief of Police Nebgen, 
and Prosecuting Attorney Tecklenberg 
to be questioned, but she stubbornly re- 
fused to talk until Tecklenburg told Ner 
that he had received a telegram saying 
Baker had been arrested. Then she re- 
luctantly answered questions put to her 
until a fairly well-connected story of 
the incidents that led up to the death 
of Waeltz was obtained, 

The flight of Baker and the girl's 
clumsy attempt to shield him led to the 
belief that the old farmer had been 
killed. When his body was found at 
the foot of the stairs leading from Ba- 
ker’s studio Sunday morning by Prof. 
Frank Johnson it was thought he had 
accidentally fallen down the stairs, and 
a Coroner’s jury then returned a vVer- 
dict to that effect. He had not then 
been identified.

‘been of the best. He is only 20 years 
old, but was a hard drinker and was 
known to have ether vices. 


Entered Studie Together. 

“I was in the gallery in the Stookey 
Building when Sydney Baker returned 
from ‘East St. Louis between 7 and 8 
o'clock Saturday night,’’ Nellie Morton 
told the police. ‘‘He had been to visit 
his brother Henry and brought with him 
the old man whom he said he had met 
on the car. He said the old man had 
told him he was out for a good time, 
and he proposed to give it to him. 

“He went to Schneeberger’s saloon 
across the street and brought back some 
beer, which he and Waeltz drank. 
Waeltz had been drinking heavily be- 
fore he arrived and soon began to show 
the effect of the beer and fell back 
on the couch in the middle room in a 
sort of stupor. 

“I laid myself down on the cot and 
fell asleep. When I awoke it was 
about 10:30 o’clock. Waeltz was asleep. 
-aker was standing beside the cot 
with a white cloth in his hand. I had 
a headache and was almost overcome. 
Baker went out and I watched him 
ZO to Schneeberger's saloon and to 
Steingoetter’s drug store. As he was 
coming back I met hini on the second 
floor, 

“I asked him what he had bought 
at the drug store. He said he had 
bought chloroform. I asked him what 
he was going to do with it. He said he 
was going to keep it. I told him to 
incet me on the Public Square and went 
on down. He joined me on the square 
about 11:15. He had come around 
through First and Illinois streets. He 
told me that he had picked Waeltz up 
and tried to carry him down the steps 
and that they both fll and he hurt 
his shin, 

‘We went to the house of Mrs. Kate 
Cunningham, 3501 Lindell «venue. She 
w:s not at home, but we stayed there 
all night. 

“The next morning we went over to 
East St. Louis, arriving there about ll 
o’elock, and walked around until about 
4 o'clock, when I returned home alone,” 

Baker has not been arrested, but the 
police believe that they will bé able to 
get him within a day or twe. 


Bought Chloroform Twice. 

The poison records of two Belleville 
druggists show that Baker bough: 
chloroform from them Saturday night, 
Between 9 and 9:20 o'clock he bought 10 
cents’ werth from Walter Kohl, saying 
that he wanted to use it as an ingredi- 
ent in a mixture for deve'oping plates. 
At 10:3) he bought 10 cente’ worth of 
chloroform from Henry Steingoctier to 
be used in his business. 

Kohi, whose urug store is in the 
Stookey Building, told the police that 
about Tl o'clock he heard the thud of a 
heavy body on the floor above.

PITTSBURG, Nov. 28.—A serious mine e 

shortly before noon today at the mine of the Pi 
Coal Co.’s mine at Marianna, Washington County, ‘ont ile t 
is nothing definite yet as to the number of fetalitie; iti eli 
many men have lost their lives. | 
Shortly after 2 o'clock word was re- 
ceived from Marianna that a rescue 


party had succeeded in entering the 
mine. The rescuers have been able to 
advance but a little way, however, and 
are attempting .to ‘force . their . way 
through the debris to where the miners 
were caught. 

There is still nothing. definite as to 
the number of men in the mine. It is 
persistently reported from Marianna 
that there are 190 men entombed. The 
company officials stated there are fully 
100 men. It is believea, however, that 
the number will be from 159 to 200 men, } 
It is not considered likely any of the 
miners will be rescved alive. The ex- 
plosion was terrif.c,.and if all were not 
mangled by its force there seems little 
doubt that they perished in the subse- 
quent fire or were suffocated by the 
deadly fumes. 

According to State Mine . Inspector 
Loutitt there were between 180 and 200 
men in the mine When the explosion 
occurred. Inspector Loutitt had been 
out of the mine only three minutes 
when the accident happened. 

Rushing as fast as steam can Carry 
them, special trains from this city and 
Monongahela are bound for the scene of 
the disaster. On them are the officials 
of the’ coal company and many promi- 
nent miners, who are considered experts 
in the work of rescue. The latest appli- 
ances from the new United States lab-’ 
oratory in this city, which were recently 
tested before foreign and American ex- 
perts for the saving of life in mine ex- 
plosions, have been hurried to the scene. 

The greatest excitement prevails. A 
majority of the miners are Americans 
and their families are at the mouth of 
the mine in a state of frenzy. 

Marianna was built recently by the 
Pittsburg-Buffalo Coal Co. It necessi- 
tated a great outiay of money, as it was 
the intention to make the mine up-to- 
date*and the living conditions of the 
miners the same as could be had in @ 
large city. The houses are of brick and 
each contains a bathroom. When com- 
pleted the town was said by foreign and 
American mine officials to be the most 
perfect mining town in the world. 

The heavy tron cage, which carried 
the men from the surface to the work- 
ings, was blown 300 feet away from the 
mouth of the shaft. Two men w'0 were 
on the cage af tue time were killed, 
one of them having his head blown off.

“Old Tim” Sheehan, Unce Rich, Then Drupkagg 
for 15 Years, Feeds Derelicts in Honor} | 
New Leaf Turned Five Years Ago.

Celebrating the fifth anniversary of a 
new life, Timothy Sheehan, aged 63, 
had 600 hungry and homeless men 4s 
his guests at a Thanksgiving dinner 
served at the St. Louis Rescue Mission. 
Five years ago “Old Tim’’ was in a 
much worse plight than any of the 
human derelicts who accepted alms 
from his harids, He was found sleep- 
ing off a prolonged drunk on an ash 
pile in ‘the alley in the rear of Tom 


Rest.”’ For three days and three nights 
he had lain upon the pile of ashes— 
without a friend in the world or with- 
out a penny to buy food or shelter. 
Edward Card, superintendent of the 
mission, while making his rounds of 
the dives seeking men to help, found 
“Old Tim’’ on the ash heap. He took 
him over to the mission, gave him a 
towl of soup, and then a bath—the first 
‘all over’ Tim had had in many years. 
Tim got interested in himself and took 
a vow. never to drink another drop of 
liquor. 

Was Drunkard for 15 Years. 
Although he was almost a complete 
wreck—as he says he had been the 
worst of drunkards for 15 years—he has 
kept his pledge to the letter. He got a 
job lighting electric lights and turning 
them out, and he has held it faithfully. 
He has saved his earnings, and has 
now a nice little bank account—enough, 
ne says, to put him away decently when 
the mainspring of life snaps. 

It was out of his little fund that he 
bought ples, bread, sandwiciics and cof- 
fee to feed the homeless 600. To each 
of the homeless men “Old Tim'’—now 
“Deacon” at the mission—gave a word 
of advice as they accepted their meal 
on’a wooden platter and ate it eagerly. 
He admonished them to quit drinking 
forever—and to go to work.

I was the 
greatest tumbler in ‘the business, and 
made $100 a week, but it all went down 
my throat. When I quit the game T 
was down and out.

I 
fought several prizelighis and wniany 
thousand booze fights—and I got licked 
every time but once,

ROBBERS BLOW SAFE IN 
ILLINOIS STORE; ESCAPE 


Blowing a vault and a safe with four 
charges of nitroglycerin, yeggmen early 
Saturday robbed the general merchan- 
dise store of Husband & Russell, at Ava, 
Il. The robbery was discovered when 
the store was opened at 6 a. m. 


Ava is in Jackson County, 78 miles 
southeast of East St. Louis, on the 
Mobile « Ohio Railroad. 

Long distance telephone messages to 
the Post-Dispatch from Ava Saturday 
stated that the safe was looted of al! 
its contents, about $1000. One-half: this 
amount was in postoffice funds, deposit- 
ed there by Postmaster Walwark for 
safekeeping. 

The store is in the building formerly 
occupied by the Exchange Bank of 
Ava, so that the safe had the added 
protection of a vault built into the 
back wall.

WASHINGTON’ 5 WARNING 
AGAINST ALLIANCES 


*HE great rule of conduct for 
us, in regard to foreign na- 
tions, is, in extending our 

commercial relations, to have with 
them as little political connection 
as possible. So far as we have 
already formed engageménts, let 
them be fulfilled with perfect good 
faith. Here let us stop. 

Europe has a set of primary in- 
terests, which to us have none, or 
a very remote relation. Hence she 
must be engaged in frequent con- 
troveries the causes of which are 
essentially foreign to our concerns. 
Hence, therefore, it must be un- 
wise in us to implicate’ ourselves 
by artificial ties in the ordinary 
vicissitudes of her politics, or the 
ordinary combination and collisions 

of ber friendships or enmities. 

Our detached or distant situa- 
tion invites and enables us to pur- 
sue a different course. If we re- 
main one people under an efficient 
government, the period is not far 
off when we may defy material in- 
jury from external annoyance; 
when we may take such attitude 
as will cause the neutrality we 
may at any time resolve upon, to 
be scrupulously respected; when | 
belligerent nations, under the im- 
possibility of making acquisitions 
upen us, will not lightly . hazard 
the giving us provocation; when we 
may choose peace or war, as our 
interest, guided by justice, shall

WASHINGTON, Nov. 28.—Despite of- 
ficial reticence, information from relia- 
ble sources has been obtaine@ or an 
agreement of far-reaching importance 
etween the United States an@ Japan cov- 
ering the policy of the. two countries 
in the Pacific. 


The agreement is based on the idea 
of encouraging and defending free and 





ocean. It contains not only a mutual 
guarantee to respect each other’s ter- 
ritorial possession there, but defines the 
attitude of the two countries toward 
China, binding each to defend by every 
China’s independence 
and integrity, and to give equal com- 
mercial opportunity in the Chinese ‘im- 
pire to all nations. é 


Agree to Consult Each Other, 

But more important still, the agree- 
ment, in the event of complications 
threatening the status quo, binds the 
United States and Japan to consult 
each other with a view to acting to- 
gether. 

This agreement has been drawn up in 
the form of a declaration and consists 
of five articles, of which the following 
is a faithful description. 

The first article gives expression to 
the wish of the two governments to en- 
courage the free and peaceful develop- 
ment of their commerce in the Pacific. 
The second is a mutual disclaimer of an 
aggressive design, and contains also a 
definition of the policy of each Govern- 
ment, both as directed to the mainte- 
nance of the existing status quo in the 
Pacific, and the defense of the principle 
of equal opportunity for commerce and 
industry in China. 


Pledge China’s Integrity. 

The third article contains a statement 
of the consequent “firm” reciprocal res- 
olution of each Government, each to 
respect the other’s territorial posses- 
sions in the Pacific. 

In the fourth article, the United 
States and Japan express their determt- 
nation, “in the cemmon interest of all 
the Powers’ in China, to support “by 
all peaceful means at their disposal’’ 
the independence and integrity of China 
and the principle of equal commercial 
and industrial opportunity for all na- 
tions in the empire. 

The fifth article mutually pledges the 
two governments, in the case of the oc- 
currence Of any event threatening the 
status quo, as above described, or the 
principle of equal opportunity, as above 
defined, “to communicate with each 
other for the purpose of arriving at a 
mutual understanding with regard to 
the measures they may consider it use- 
ful to take.” 


The President, who at his inauguration 
is required to swear to “preserve, protect 
and defend the Constitution,” cannot 
make a treaty without the concurrence 
of two-thirds of the Senate, as pro- 
vided by paragraph 2, section 2, article 
2 of the Constitution, 

In part it reads: “He shall have the 
power by and with the advice and con- 
sent of the Senate, to make treat! 
provided cwo-thirds of the senators 
present —

WASHINGTON, Nov. 28.-—The revoit 
against Speaker Cannon anu the pres- 
cnt rules of the House continues to 
grow as representatives from the Mid- 
ale West arrive in Washington. 

The-latest recruits to the insurrection 
camp are: Representatives Miller, Lin- 
bergh and Davis of Minnesota. They 
are avowedly against the Cannon 
ring and the Cannon rules. 

Miller defeated J. Adam Bede for the 
nomination in his district on the 
Cannon issue, the House humorist sid- 
ing with the Speaker. Representative 
Gussie Gardner of Massachusetts, Sena- 
tor Lodge’s son-in-law, also declared 
himself for a revision of the rules to 
give the eontrol of the House to the 
members of the House. Mr. Gardner 
handed his statement out ws * White 
livouse. 

The statement was ecules. but 
Mr. Gardner insisted that it was not 
the result of a conference with the 
President or anyone else. 

It reads: ‘‘I shall not decide how to 
vete on the speakership' until I krow 
the names of the candidates. Person- 
ally, I am more interested in a change 
in the rules than in a change in the 
speakership. If we members of the 
House continue to adopt rules abandon- 
ing our power and shifting our responsi- 
bility to the Speaker’s shoulders we 
must not go back to our constituents 
und cry baby because he exercises that 
power while we cheerfully leave him to 
bear all responsibility. 

‘The time has now come when those 
of us who are dissatisfied must do one 
of three things—either carry the party 
caucus, refuse to caucus on rule or 
shut up. I believe that our best chance 
lies in the second. plan of procedure.”’ 

It is plain to be seen that the devel- 
opment of the Taft policies is having 
its effect upon the members. Without 
support they are afraid to fight Cannon. 
If they feel sure that the President-elect 
will back them up and nrotect them 
and their interests the revolt will con- 
tinue to grow.

Among other 
resources suggested are a revival of the war 
taxes upon beer and commercial paper and an in- 
crease in the tariff on coffee. 

If we were not almost hopelessly involved 
in economic and financial error, no administra- 
tion would venture in time of peace to resort to 
war taxes, which were highly unpopular even 
when they were needed for national defense. As 
it is, the Government proceeds lightly to recom- 
mend new levies and suggests nothing in the way 
of retrenchment and reform. 

Two-thirds of these enormous expenditures are 
for wars past and for wars in prospect. In every 
department of Government there is a mania for 
waste. Cn every hand new demands for money 
arise. With hardly an exception these extrava- 
gances are justified by pleas based upon the re- 
sponsibilities of empire and the fear of war. 

Grover Cleveland wrecked his second adminis- 
tration and lost his party by selling bonds for 
gold with which to maintain the public credit. 
Even for so necessary a purpose as that, Demo- 
crats In all parts of the country could find no 
defense for an increase in the debt in time of 
peace. What will they say now that a Republi- 
can administration proposes increased taxation to 
meet expenditures so extravagant that nobody pre- 
tends to justify them except on the ground of war 
that does not exist and may never appear? 
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WHY DELAY PUBLIC WORK? 

Active work on the various projected public 
improvements should be expedited by the city 
government. 

Not only is there great need of the proposed 
buildings, bridges, fire engine houses, sewers and 
driveways, but the money spent will find-its way 
into the pockets of the very people who are in 
want, There has been some revival of business 
since the depression of 1907, but it has not been 
great enough to relieve the existing distress. The 
sooner these necessary public works are begun 
the better it will be, not only for the municipality, 
but for a host of needy families. 

The free bridge is to cost $3,500,000. About $1,- 
000,000 will be spent on the new Insane Asylum. 
Additional hospital buildings will require $800,- 
000. The municipal building will absorb $2,000,- 





000 and the improvement of King’s highway will 


call for the immediate expenditure of $500,000. 
These, with the other projects on foot, will take ap 
most of the $11,500,000 authorized by the voters 
in June, 1906. 

This is the practical prosperity which appeals 
to plain common sense. It is hoped that it will be 
put ‘2 motion quickly and pushed energetically.

The judgment of these gentlemen confirms the 
opinion held by a majority of others who have 
studied the subject, and the vertical writing fad 
is dying out, The superiority of the slanting writ- 
ing, perfected so beautifully by Platt R. Spencer, 
is easily susceptible of demonstration. Take a 
pen or pencil and try to draw a straight vertical 
line or to make a circle. Then try to draw a 
straight line on a slant or to make an ellipse and 
note the difference. The ellipse, so loved py 
penmanship “professors” in business colleges, is 
one of the easiest figures to make with a pen, 
while the perfect circle is one of the hardest. 
What a blessing it would be if all the fads in- 
flicted upon the public schools could be disposed of 
as this one has been. \ 
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ON GENERAL PRINCIPLES. 

It cannot be said that the verdict in the Lam- 
phere case was contrary to evidence, but it is 
plain that it was not based upon the evidence.

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Accident Is Mother ot Invention. 
By Prof. Ernst Mach. 
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SMALL hole in the ground with fire kindled in it constituted the primi- 
A tive stove. The flesh Of the quarry, wrapped with water in its skin, 
was boiled by.contact with heated stones. Cooking by stones was 
also done in wooden vessels. Hollow gourds were protected from 
the fire by coats of clay. Thus, from the burned clay accidentally origi- 
nated the enveloping pot, which rendered the gourd superfluous, although for a 
long time thereafter the clay was still spread over the gourd or pressed into 
wickerwork before the potter’s art assumed its final independence. Even then 
the wickerwork was retained, as a sort of attest or its'origin. Thus ‘it is by 
accidental circumstances or by such as lie without our purpose, foresight, and 
power that man gradually is led to the acquaintance .of improved means of 
satisfying his wants, says Prof. Ernst Mach in the Chicago Tribune.
